However, this is a free country and by and large the press and 
other media of publicity have ia general been very understanding 
of our problems, which places us in a somewhat different situa- 
tion than ths Air National Guard and other more public and publi- 
cised organisations.

work and should welcome the opportunity of seeing you, if you 
should be ia Washington.
